IN GING of Pfalms is almoſt univerſally acknow- 


ledged to be of divine inſtitution; and tew are in- 
ſenſible that it is a pleaſant part of religious wor- 


ſhip, when well performed. The Editor of theſe ſheets 


acknowledges himſelf an admirer of good ſinging; yet 
he would not have taken up his time in publiſhing them 
to the world from any other motive but a defire to have 
this part of worſhip conducted in a more agreeable man- 
ner than it frequently is. 

With this view he ſome time ago preſented to the 
Public a Collection of Pſalm Tunes *. His chief aim 
was to explain the principles of the art in an eaſy fami- 
liar manner, and to furniſh a tolerable ſet of tunes as 


cheap as poſſible, having obſerved that many who have 


a good ear and voice, are not well able to purchaſe 
books. He thinks he has done his part, in this reſpect, 
towards the revival of ſinging ; as he fixed the price ſo 


low, that it is not reaſonable to believe he will ever be be able to perform even them in a true, caly, and maſterly 


repaid the expence, tho he procured the work to be 
executed as cheap as the nature of it would admit; and 
the public have ſhewn it more favour than he expected. 
Senſible, however, that the difficulty on this head is not

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entirely removed, he cannot forbear wiſhing that religious 
ſocieties would take the matter into their conſidęration; 
and humbly propoſes, that once in a few (perhaps five 
or ſeven) years a ſubſcription ſhould be opened, to pay 
a ſinging maſter for attending (for inſtance, twice a week 
for a year) to teach all the young people gratis who have 
a mind to learn, The expence to a congregation would 
not be conſiderable ; eſpecially as by this means maſters. 
would ſoon be trained up among themlelves : the ad- 
vantages are evident; and as the decent performance of 
this part of worſhip is a benefit to the community, it 
ſeems not unreaſonable that the public ſhould contribute 
towards the expence of it. | 

When perſons learn to ſing, they naturally deſire to 
have ſomething more entertaining than Pſalm tunes; and 
indced, if they were to ſing nothing elle, they would 
ſcarce make themſelves ſufficiently maſters of the art to 


manner. The editor therefore thought it neceſſary, in 
order to comple it his deſign, to make a {mall collection 
This he here preſents to the candour of 
the public; and only takes the liberty to remark con- 


cerning

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cerning it, that the tunes are all ſet in the ſame eaſy manner 


as the former; the anthems are in general plain; and 


ſome of them (particularly that out of the Burial Office, 


the 96th, 125th, and 137th Pſalms) are almoſt as eaſy 


as pſalm- tunes. Some of them were never printed before, 


and ſome of them are taken from the works of very con- 
The editor acknowledges that he has 
taken Pſalm Ivii. from Mr. Broadrip, Pſalm xcviii. from 
No zeal 


to do what he apprehended an injury to any man ; bur 
he thinks ſuch a ſpecimen of their works will rather be 
an advantage, than the contrary, to the authors or pro- 
He makes his thankful acknowledgments to 
the two firſt authors, who he ſuppoſes are ſtill living, 
for the entertainment they have given him, and with 
pleaſure recommends their works to the lovers of church- 
muſic +. 

Every ſcheme has its diſadvantages. It may be objected 


to the manner in which the tunes are here ſet, that a per- 


fon who can ſing them may be at a loſs when he opens 
other books, where a greater variety of cliffs and keys 
are found. To this it is replied, that a good end in re- 
gard to religious worſhip (che particular object of the 
editor's attention) would be aniwered, tho? a perſon were 


able to ſing no other than the tunes in this collection: 
but by learning the tenor and baſs here, he will be able 
to name his notes in four different poſitions of i, now 
there are bur ſeven, as appears by the Table, Part I. 
Plate 2. The Introduction in the former part teaches 
to ſing upon any key; and when a perſon has learnt to 
ſing on four keys, he will not find it difficult, with a little 
practice, to ſing on any other, as the relation of the other 
notes to n (wherever it is found) is always the ſame., 

A few muſical marks occur in this part which have 
not been exfained. Sometimes a note much ſmaller 
than the reſt is inſerted (as in ſeveral places of Handel's 
March, p. 20) which is only intended to break and ſoften 
the following note, but is of no account in the time, 
the bar being compleat without it. Sometimes three 
notes are tied together, and 3 put under or over them; 


theſe three notes are of equal length, but all the three 


are to be ſounded in the ſame time as two of the ſame 
kind ought to be. See the ſecond ſtaff of the tenor, 
p. 21. at the beginning. Verſe and Charus chiefly refer 
to the organ; but the alteration denoted by them may be 
expreſſed by the voice : the former ſhould be ſung with 


a a ſoft and low voice, or by a few of the ſweeteſt voices; the 


chorus by all, with a bold tone and accent, and generally 
ſomewhat quicker than the other parts of the tune.
